This protection 
holds frost in ground and prevents heaving and root injury during periods of 
alternate freezing and thawing. Shrubs, Trees and other tall growing plants 
should have similar mulch spread liberally around base, at same time. Be 
sure to remove all mulch early in spring before new growth starts.
